Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

Claims 1-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply 
with the written description requirement. The claims contains subject matter which was 
not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled 
in the relevant art that the inventor, at the time the application was filed, had possession 
of the claimed invention. The limitation "all the substances in each channel will be 
released simultaneously at one end when the housing is broken open at the scores" is 
considered to be new matter", i.e., the specification does not disclose structure that 
would necessarily perform such a function. For example, the two substances could 
have different viscosities which would prevent "simultaneous" release or the substances 
and the channel are configured such that the tubes need to be squeezed in order for the 
material to be released and therefore pressure on one side of the housing may release 
a substance in one channel, but not the other. 

Claims 1-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply 
with the enablement requirement. The claims contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. 
The specification does not enable the limitation of each channel extending through the 
length of the housing, i.e., ends 5 and 6 are part of the housing and the channels do not 
extend through those ends. Further, the specification does not enable the limitation of 
the channel being sealed with a score. The specification discloses that the channels 
are sealed at the ends 5 and 6 but does not disclose that the scores "seal" channels. 
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Conclusion 



The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. The Weidner, Szpur, Hoag 863, Trotter, Hoag '313 and Jarrett 
references are cited for disclosing other multi-channel dispensers.
